2. Claims 2-34, 37-42, 46 and 49 have been cancelled. Claims 1 , 35, 36, 43, 44, 45, 
47, 48, 50 and 51, (now renumbered 1-10, respectively).

4. The rejection of claims 1 , 35-36, 43-45, 47-48 and 50-51 made under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable Kim et al (The Journal of Immunology, 1998. Vol. 
160, pages 5742-5748) in view of Strom et al (Transplantation Proceedings, 1995. Vol. 
27, No. 5, pages 18-20), is withdrawn. 

The instant specification demonstrates that a combination of IL-2/Fc, mutlL-15/Fc 
and rapamycin prevents graft rejection and was unexpectedly more effective than any of
